services and offered prayers in answer 


to the call of their Bishops to observe December 30 as a day of prayer and reparation for 
their persecuted brethren in the communist-ruled lands. 

Following the last Sunday Mass in city churches, from coast to coast there was all- 
day exposition of the Blessed Saerament.: In the late afternoon or evening, there was a 


Holy Hour at which Litanies and 
other prayers were recited, follow- 
ed by Benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament. 


In rural chapels of the nation, 
where all-day expositions was in- 
advisable, there were Holy Hours 
followed by Benediction. 


At virtually all Sunday Masses, 
appropriate sermons, were preach- 
ed dealing with the most cruel per- 
secution of the Church in modern 
times. Prayers were offered too 
for the conversion of Russia. 


In some localities the faithful 
made their way through drifts of 
snow to reach their churches. In 
other places they traveled along 
icy streets and highways, in bitter 
cold, to be one with their fellow 
Catholics of the United States in 
renfembering their persecuted 
brethren in other lands.

ility that many more martyrs and 
saints than we will ever know were 
buried there in the same area 
makes it only normal to preserve 
whatever is found for reasons of 
respect if not veneration.

“As far as the actual grave of 
St. Peter is concerned,” Monsignor 
Kaas continued, “I am not an 
archaeologist and do not pretend 
to speak for them or as one of 
them. But from my thorough ac- 
quaintance. with the situation I 
could not in conscience doubt the 
truth of the fact that it is his 
grave. More than that, he who 
would doubt it would in my opinion 
need much more courage to take 
his position than I to hold mine.” 

Monsignor Kaas’ particular con- 
cern throughout the entire project 
has been the direction and coordin- 
ation.of the technical work of the 
excavations and the even more im- 
portant and more difficult problem 
of safeguarding all parts of the ac- 
tual building from possible damage 


during the operations of unearth- 
ing tae smali but real city of the 
dead directly beneath the tremen- 
dous edifice of St. Peter’s. As it 
has turned out, the priest said, in- 
stead of being endangered by the 
excavations, the structure has ac- 
tually been strengthened through 
en which have been 
made. 


Next on the schedule, Monsignor 
Kaas said, is the work of protect- 
ing from damage what has so far 
been brought to light. It seems al- 
most impossible that more can be 
done in the way of making access 
to the grave itself and its imme- 
diate area possible for the public, 
he added, It is hoped that the work 
of further excavations both beneath 
St. Peter’s and beyond can be un- 
dertaken, he said, for it seems that 
there is much that may yet be 
found, 


A great deal has already been 
learned about the first basilica’s 
outlines and dimensions, Monsignor 
Kaas said. But there is much more 
that probably can be discovered. 
There is the well-known “circus of 
Nero,” a race course, which still 
eludes searchers.

Miami, Fla. — (NC) — Police 
!guards were stationed at Miami’s 
atholic churches every night af- 
ter an attempted dynamiting of 
SS. Peter and Paul Church here. 


Two days before Christmas Jo- 
seph Fedrowitz, sexton of 8S. Peter 
and Paul, opened the church for 
early Sunday Mass and found a 
home-made dynamite bomb three 
feet from the main door. He threw 
the bomb into a nearby athletic 
field. Police said the fuse had 
smouldered a few seconds but the 
bomb could not have exploded be- 
eause the fuse was not attached 
properly to the dynamite stick. 


The Rev. Robert P. Brennan, pas- 
tor, reported that Christmas ser- 
vices were more heavily attended 
than ever before despite the bomb- 
ing attempt. He said the cherch 
was especially crowded for Mid- 
night Mass.

Upsets Staid 
Notions In U.S. 

Glendale, 0. —(NC)— The map 
recently issued by the National 
Catholic Welfare Confcrence to 
show the density of Catholic pop- 
ulation in the United States by 
dioceses is correcting some long- 
standing but erroneous impres- 
sions, according to a distinguished 
mission authority. 

“The new map is of particularly 
great interest,” said the Very Rev. 
W. Howard Bishop, Superior Gen- 


eral of the Glenmary Missioners, 


who have their headquarters here. 


“It upsets many of our notions con- 
cerning the density of the Catholic 
population, particularly with re- 
gard to the supposed overwhelming 
priority of the great northeast.” 


The map to which Father Bishop 


refers is an outline of the United 
States in which archdiocesan and 
diocesan boundaries have been 
drawn instead of the state bound- 
aries that appear on the political 
map. Using a dot to represent each 
2,000 Catholics resident in a par- 
ticular diocese, the maps show 
graphically how the Catholic pop- 
ulation is distributed over the 
United States. In two tables print- 
ed in the margin of the map, infor- 
mation is given as to the proportion 
of Catholies in each diocese are to 
the general population in that area. 


Father Bishop last August was 
elected the first Superior General 
of the Home Missioners of Ameri- 
ea (the Glenmary Fathers), which 
he founded in 19387 with the en- 
couragement of the late Archbis- 
hop John T. MeNicholas, O.P., of 
Cincinnati. 

In the early 1930's, while a priest 
of the Archdiocese of Baltimore, 
Father Bishop made a study of the 
counties in the Southern and West- 
ern States which were without 
priests. He founded the Home Mis- 
sioners of America to bring the 
Faith to the “deserted” counties 
and other sections where the 
Church, though represeuted, is 
weak.

To date, 83 Spanish priests have 
been sent by the Obra to Cuba, 
Mexico, Nicaragua Colombia, 
Venezuela, Ecuador, Chile and Ar- 
gentina. The group was created 
oy the Conference of Spanish 
etropolitans and approved by the 
Vatican in 1949. 

Priests assigned by the Obra go 
to Latin America on a voluntary 
basis, serving for from three to 
five years, with the option of re- 


maining or returning to Spain 
when their term has expired. They 
will come from all the Spanish dio- 


ceses and will be given a prelim- 
inary six-months’ special indoc- 
trination course before sailing 
for the New World. The priests 
will serve in established dioceses 
and not in missionary jurisdic- 
tions. 

“Spain occupies a privileged 
position in comparison with His- 
pano-America and the  Philip- 
pines,” Bishop Morcillo declared, 
explaining the Spanish hierarchy’s 
plans to help meet the need for 
priests in the Spanish-speaking 
countries overseas. ~ 

“In 1948, Spain had. 28,610 
priests for its 28,369,715 inhabi- 
tants, or one priest for every 991 
persons. But there. were only 
20,841 priests for the 111,500,000 
inhabitants ‘of the Latin American 
continent and the Philippine archi- 
pelago, or one priest for every 
5,347 inhabitants.” 

“Even greater,” Bishop Morcillo. 
added, “was the disproportion be- 
tween the number of seminarians 
in Spain and in the overseas areas. 
Spain had one seminarian fo- 
every 3,701 faithful, whereas, there 
was only one for every 25,565 in 
Hispano-America.”

He told the court, which gave 
him only a mock trial: “My consci- 
ence is clear. History will one day 
render its judgment in this matter.” 

The trial of the Archbishop, as 
that of Cardinal Mindzsenty, of 
Hungary, later, was conducted 
much like the trial of Christ. The 
attorney for the defense as well 
as the Prosecutor was a Commun- 
ist, and false witnesses were sum- 
moned to give testimony against 
him. 


It was a puppet regime in Croat- 
ia which issued an order that all 
Serbs, members of the Orthodox 
Church living within the Croatian 
territory, either had to emigrate 
or embrace the Catholic faith. 

But the Archbishop immediately 
opposed the order and said in his 
Cathedral in July, 1941: “We call 
God to witness that we have al- 
ways been opposed to any compul- 
sory attachment to the Catholic 
Church. We must declare that the 
Church has done all in her power 
to give aid and protection to the 
Orthodox.” 

In perfect keeping with the Cath- 
olic practice barring forced conver- 
sions, the Archbishop organized a 
system under which each individual 
case cr application for admission 
to the Catholic Church was sub- 
jected to the most careful scrutiny 
in order to insure the fullest com- 
pliance with canonical rules re- 
garding conversions. Moreover the 
Holy See sent special instructions 
to Zagreb condemning any forced 
conversion. 

Speaking as the Primate of the 
Croatian Hierarchy, the Archbis- 
hop issued this warning: “Only 
those may be received into the 
Church who, without having been 
subjected to force of any kind, must 
be converted of their own free will, 
after having become convinced in 
their own mind, that the Catholic 
Church is the only true Church.” 

_ Because the puppet government 
did not. immediately withdraw its 
decree, Archbishop Stepinac made 
hundreds of appeals for it to be so 
and sent protests to the govern-

France. He went at this task with 
his usual vigor, even to the extent 
of writing new textbooks and put- 
ting a series of fables into book 
form for educating the Duke. Fen- 
elon achieved prominence. He was 
given a self-supporting Abbey with 
considerable revenue; he was con- 
secrated Archbishop ‘of Cambrai. 

And. then the success story of 
the brilliant and popular priest 
took a disas‘rous turn. We will not 
attempt a complete explanation of 
the points of doctrine on which he 
went wrong. Let it be enough to 
say that the idea which he atiopted 
was similar to an earlier heresy 
known as Quietism — which sug- 
gested that perfection consists in 
entire passivity of the soul, dis- 
pensed the soul from any active 
virtue, and which a Po said 
would “neglect the coll ration 
which is due from us.’ 

Archbishop Fenelon was  at- 
tracted to this idea through Mad- 
ame Guyon, a very spiritual woman 
who seems to have meant well. As 
a matter of record, when her doc- 
trine was condemned by an eccles- 
iaStical commission, Madame 
Guyon submitted to its judgment. 

The Archbishop joined in the 
ar ent and wrote books on the 
subject with his customary brilli- 
ance. But a commission of Cardin- 
als decided he was in error, and 
Francois Fenelon yielded. Further- 
more, he said, he would do any-

“He would per- 
haps have seemed more human in 
our eyes were he a lesser man,” 
wrote Antoine Degert, “neverthe- 
less he remains one of the most 
attractive, brilliant and zzlin 
figures that the Catholic Chure 
has ever produced.” 


The Catholic Encyclopedia, sum- 
ming him up, says he was “at once 
an ancient and a modern, a mystic 
and a statesman, Christian and 
profane, democrat and aristocrat, 
gentie and obstinate, frank and 
subtie.”

genuity could contrive for our con- 
solation and salvation, and what 
do we contribute? Is it as much 
as two percent, or even one percent 
of what we take in? 


“What shall I return to the Lord 
for all that He has given me?” 
What indeed? We say that at 
every Mass, and what is our 
answer? “Take all of me, Lord, 
mind, heart, and will, body and 
soul, all that I am or hope to be— 
everything but my money .. .” 
That’s about the truth of it as we 
think of the silver coin we dropped 
into the basket at the offertory a 
few minutes back. fi 


I dare say that for practically 
every father of'a family reading 
this, his most treasured presents 
last Christmas came to him from 
the hands of his children. He 
probably gives each of them a few 
pennies from week to week during 
the year, hut it comes to him as a 
fresh surprise each Christmas 
when he finds again that his chil- 
dren have been setting aside their 
little monies, saving to buy their 
daddy a gift—perhaps a package 
of safety razors, a handkerchief, a 
few cigars. . . It’s not the present 
that matters (it’s his money in the 
last analysis), it’s the self-sacri- 
fice, the thoughtfulness of it that 
touches his heart. 


But can’t you see that we share 
precisely that same relationship 
with God? He is our Father and 
we are His children. Whatever 
monies we have come from His lov- 
ing Providence. Our job, our 
clients, our customers, our bonus, 
our raise—everything comes by 
an act of His will. He can open or 
close that hand of His, depending 
on His good pleasure. 


What must He think, then, afier 
He- has blessed us with an abund- 
ance of what we need, with a good 
job and plenty of cash, if we refuse 
to make a decent offering to reli- 
gion? 

And what must He think, again, 
if we are liberal in our support of 
His cause? For liberality to reli- 
gion is an act of confident faith in 
His almighty power. We are act- 
ing then on the principle that we 
will never miss what we have given 
to the Church. 

Remember: We take out of this 
life only as much as we have given 
away y.

interests are locked in struggle. 
And this is and remains true, even 
where there is question of ‘ends and 
interests legitimate in themelves. 
Whoever, then, would wish to 
detach the Church from her sup- 
posed neutrality, or bring pressure 
to bear on her in the question of 
peace, or diminish her right freely 
to determine whether, when, -or 
how she may wish to come to a 
decision in the various conflicts, 
such a one would not make the 
Church’s cooperation in the work 
of peace easier. For any decision 
on the Church’s part, even in pol- 
itical questions, can never be pure- 
ly litical, but must always be 
“sub specie aeturnitatis,” in the 
light of the divine law, of its order, 
its values, its standards. 
It is not rare to see purely tem- 
ral powers and institutions aban- 
on their neutrality, and align 
themselves today in one camp, to- 
morrow perhaps in another. It is a 
game of alliances which can be 
explained by the constant shifting 
of temporal interests. But the 
Church keeps herself aloof from 
such unstable alliances. If she 
passes judgment, that does not 
mean that she is thereby abandon- 
ing a neutrality hitherto observed; 
for God is never neutral toward 
human events in the course of his- 
tory, and so neither can His Church 
be. If she speaks and judges on the 
problems of the day, it is with the 
consciousness of anticipating, 
in the power of the Holy Spirit, 
the sentence which at the end of 
time Her Lord and Head, judge of

The Church is not a political, but 
ever, 


not mere_y external but inter- 
and vital relations with states. 


The Church has in fact been 
founded by Christ as a society that 
is. visible, and, as such, meets 
states in the same territory, em- 
braces in her solicitude the same 
people, and in many ways and un- 
der different aspects makes use 
of the same means and the same 
institutions. 


And since the Church and the 
states live together, besides these 
external and what might be called 
natural relations, there are others, 
too, interior and vital relations, 
which have their principle ard or- 
igin in the person of Jesus Christ 
as Head of the Church. For the 
Son of God by becoming man, and 
truly man, has by that very fact 
entered into a new relationship, a 
truly vital relationship, with hu- 
man society, with human nature. 
And this is true whether we con- 
sider human nature a single unit 
implying equal personal dignity in 
all men or hhutale nature as found 
in multiple particular societies, es- 
pecially those societies which, with- 
in the fundamental unity of human 
nature, are necessary to effect, or 
at least perfect, external order and 
sound organization. 


Society Of States 


And here We have in mind pri- 
marily the family and the state, 
as well as the society of states, 
since the common good, the essent- 
ial purpose of every state, cannot 
be attained or even imagined with- 
‘out this intrinsic relation of the 
states to the human race as a 
whole. Under this aspect the indis- 
soluble union of states is demanded 
by nature.

This is the basis for 
the singular contribution which the 
Church by her very nature makes 
to the cause of peace — that is, 
when her life and her action among 
‘men occupy the place that is their 
due. 


And how will all this come 
about, except through the contin- 
uous, enlightening and strengthen- 
ing action of the Grace of Christ 
on the minds and hearts of citizens 
and statesmen, so that in all hu- 
man relationships they recognize 
and pursue the purposes of the 
Creator, that they strive to enlist 
the collaboration of individuals 
and' nations for effecting these

purposes, that within as well aa ive han tate te deve: it 


among nations they practice social 
justice and charity? 


No Cause For War 


If men, obeying the Divine Will, 
will use that sure way of salva- 
tion, a perfect Christian order in 
the world, they will soon see the 
possibility of even a just war prac- 
tically disappear. For there will be 
no réason for such a war, once the 
activity of the society of states, 
as a genuine organization for 
peace, is made secure. 


What We have just said shows 
clearly Our thought in this regard. 
At the crib of the Divine Prince of 
Peace We have to say again to- 
day what We have said before: The 
world is indeed far removed from 
that order willed by God in Christ, 
the order which guarantees a gen- 
uine and lasting peace. 

Perhaps it will be said that in 
that case it was no use to trace 
out the bold outlines of this order, 
and to set in relief the fundamen- 
tal contribution of the Church to 
the cause of peace. It will be ob- 
jected that if We say that peace 
cannot be defended but by a re- 
turn to the eternal values of the 
individual person and of’ mankind, 
We thus only encourage the cyn- 
icism of skeptics and deepen the 


discouragement of the friends of | 


peace. Finally We will be reproach- 
ed with admitting that these are 


the definitive and last word on the 
subject, a solution that would de- 
plete the economic forces and ex- 
haust the nerves of the nations of 
the world. 

Nevertheless, for a practical as 
well as a theoretical estimate of 
the contribution each one can make 
to the cause of peace, especially 
the Church, even in unfavorable 
circumstances and in spite of the 
skeptics and pessimists, We think 
it absolutely necessary to fix Our 
view on the Christian order, today 
lost sight of by so many, in order 
to see the crux of the problem now 
before us. 

In the first place, such a survey 
will convince any impartial ob- 
server that the heart of the prob- 
lem of peace is now the spiritual 
order: the problem is a spiritual 
lack, a_ spiritual deficiency. Too 
rare m the world today is the 
deeply Christian sense of values: 
too few are the true and perfect 
Christians. In this way, men them- 
selves set obstacles in the way of 
actuating the order willed by God. 

Everyone must be convinced of 
this spiritual element inherent in 
the danger of war. To awaken that 
conviction is in the first place the 
duty of the Church, and her pri- 
— contribution to the peace to- 

ay. 


Modern Arms 


We too — and more than any- 
one else — deplore the monstrous 
cruelty of modern weapons. We de- 
plore them and do not cease to 
pray that they may never be em- 
ployed, But, on the other hand, is 
it not, perhaps, a kind of practical 
materialism and superficial senti- 
mentality to make the existence 
and threat of these weapons the 
sole and principal consideration in 
the question of peace, while no at- 
tention is paid to the absence of

Favors Disarmament 


On the'other hand, disarmament, 
or rather the simultaneous and re- 
ciprocal reduction “Wf armaments 
which We have always desired 
begged for, is an unstable guaran- 
tee of ae fary « peace if it is not 
accompanied by the abolition of the 
weapons of hate, cupidity, and of 
overweening lust for prestige. 


In other words, whoever con- 
nects too closely the question of 
material weapons with that of 
peace, is guilty of neglecting the 
primary and spiritual element ‘in 
every danger of war. He does not 
look beyond figures, and, besides, 
his calculations are necessarily 
limited to the moment in which the 
conflict threatens to break out. A 
friend of peace, he will always ar- 


If the desire to prevent war is 
to be truly efficacious, above all a 
remedy must be sought for the 
spiritual anemia of nations, for the 
ignorance of individual responsib- 
ility before God and man, and for 
the want of a Christian order 
which alone is able to guarantee 
peace. To this goal the resources 
of the Church are now directed. 


But here the Church meets with 
a particular difficulty which is due 
to the state of present social con- 
ditions: her exhortation in favor of 
the Christian order, as the prin- 
cipal factor in securing peace, is 
at the same time an incentive to 
form a correct idea of true liberty. 
The ultimate reason is that the 
Christian order, since its purpose 
is peace, is essentially an order of 
liberty. It is the cooperative effort 
of free men and peoples towards 
the progressive realization in all 
spheres of life of the ends which 
God has assigned to humanity. 


It is, however, a pathetic fact 
that today true liberty is not 
esteemed, or it is no longer pos- 
sessed. In these circumstances, har- 
monious cooperation, as the proper 
condition of peace, is internally 
enervated and anemic, while exter- 
nally it is exposed to perils of 
every moment. 


True Liberty 


How, for example, can those who 
In the economic or social life want 
'to make everything depend upon 
| society — even the direction and 
|security of their own existence— 
|or those who today look for their 
‘sole daily spiritual nourishment 
less and less from themselves— 
that is to say, from their personal 
convictions and knowledge — and 
|more and more from the diet pre- 
pared in advance by the press, 
radio, movies and television: how 
can they conceive true liberty, how 
can they esteem and desire it, if 
it no longer has a place in their 
lives ? 

Why, they are no more than 
mere cogs in the various social
